Musk. 
Most people take it for granted that 
because musk is sold in what is called 
a pod, therefore it is a vegetable pro­ 
duct. 
But the truth is it is entirely an 
animal product, 
being a substance 
found in a two or three-inch sac 
in 
the body of the little musk-deer of Asia. 
This sac. when tied up and dried, goes 
by the name of a pod among the hun­ 
ters who bring it into m arket 
Probably there are few things sub­ 
ject to such adulteration, as one part 
of pure musk will scent thousands of 
parts of some other powder mingled 
with it; and as the pod sells for from 
$15 to $20 apiece, the adulteration has 
its profits. 
It is, indeed, so pungent that when 
just fresh it has been known to pro­ 
duce violent bleeding at the nose, and 
people are so susceptible to it as to 
have sad headaches brought abort by 
contact with the pure article; and 
while a suspicion of it is very agreeable 
to many persons, one atom becomes 
offensive, as the case is with patchouli 
and many other odorous substances. 
It was formerly largely used in ther­ 
apeutics, 
especially in the Orient, 
having become disused as much from 
the difficulty of obtaining it in a pure 
state as from anything else, and is now 
seldom given, except for hysteria and 
hiccough.

makers, aud 
familiar figures at the 
race tracks. 
The trio had been pass­ 
ing the night at the different down-town 
resorts and were more or less under the 
influence of liquor. • 
The three men were on their way to a 
carriage that was waiting for them when 
Downey stepped ap to Murphy and said: 
“Wouldn’t you gentlemen like to take 
a hack?” 
Downey did not notice that another 
vehicle was in waiting for the men and 
he again 
requested Murphv and his 
friends to step into his carriage. 
“Get away from me!” Murphy is al­ 
leged to have said, with an oath, and 
without any further provocation the 
book maker drew a revolver from his 
pocket 
He placed the weapon against 
the hack driver’s right cheek, and be­ 
fore the tatter realized what was going 
on Murphy pulled the trigger. 
The wounded man fell to the side­ 
walk, but before he reached the gronnd 
Murphy again fired, this time the ball 
inflicting a flesh wound in Downey's left 
side. 
Murphv and his companions were ar­ 
rested. 
Bystanders who witnessed the 
shooting say there was no provocation 
for it.

W a s h in g t o n , Feb. 20.—In the Senate 
Mr. Cullom, from the interstate com­ 
merce committee, reported a resolution 
Instructing the committee to investigate 
the allegation th a t by reason of exces­ 
sive freight rates on lines of railroad 
the great section of country lying be­ 
tween the Rocky M ountains and the 
principal food distribution centers in 
the east is unable to m arket its food 
products and to obtain for them the 
actual cost of production. 
T he resolution heretofore offered by 
Mr. Chandler, calling on tho Attorney- 
General for information as to the as­ 
sassination of W. B. Saunders, deputy 
United States Marshal in the N orthern 
district of Florida, was taken up, and 
Mr. Paset proceeded to address the Sen­ 
ate in explanation of the facts and cir­ 
cumstances of the case. 
Mr. Pasco had not concluded his state­ 
ment when the hour of 2 o’clock arrived, 
and the educational bill came up as “ un­ 
finished business.” 
Mr. Blair, however, 
yielded the floor to Mr. Wilson of Iowa, 
on whose motion the Senate hill appro­ 
priating $100,000 for a public building 
at F ort Dodge, Iowa, was taken from 
the calendar and passed, Mr. Call calling 
attention to the fact th at this was the 
fourth public building bill passed for 
Iowa at this session. 
T he Senate bill appropriating $100,000 
for a public building at Lansing, Mich., 
and the Senate bill establishing a cus­ 
toms collection district to consist of the 
States of North Dakota and South D a­ 
kota, were taken from the calendar and 
passed. 
Mr. Blair then resumed his argum ent 
in favor of the educational bill. 
“ This 
bill,” said he, “ if it is to fail will have 
been killed by packed committees, indi 
vidual members of which have been 
threatened by anathem as from their 
church if thev venture to support it. 
give notico to those who propose to kill 
this bill by indirection and frand,and by 
tricks unw orthy of any other lobby 
around the capitol, th at they have blows 
to receive as well as blows to give. This 
oountry is not to he given over to those 
who would teach a civil allegiance else­ 
where than within our own borders, 
speak but of a fraction of a great body 
of our citizens, for tho masses of that 
same body of American citizens are true 
to the flag and do not propose to elect 
president who resides on the banks of 
the T iber.” 
Mr. Blair again paid his respects to 
the press. 
“ The private press,” said he 
“ th a t runs only for its own emolument 
and has to make money, and th a t leaves 
out the most truth , especially if it is un­ 
palatable, is a poor press to rely upon 
This great American press of ours is the 
source of more mischief in this country 
than there would be if we had no press 
at all. 
There may come a time when 
a dog-fight will n«t be more im portant 
in the opinion of this press than a great 
school bill, bu t th a t time has not been 
reached.” 


T he House. 
W a s h in g t o n , Feb. 20.—In the House 
bills were passed dividing the judicial 
pistrict of N orth Dakota into four divi­ 
sions, the sessions of tho courts to be 
held at Bismarck, Drank Forks, Fargo, 
and Devil’s Lake; providing for terms 
and places of holding United States 
court in the district of Minnesota; au­ 
thorizing the President to confer brevet 
rank upon army officers for gallant ser­ 
vices in Indian campaigns sinco 1867. 
A t 1:25 o’clock the House went into 
committee of the whole, Mr. Payson of 
Illinois in the chair, on the bill to pro­ 
vide for the appointm ent of an assistant 
Secretary of War. 
A fter some debate 
the bill was favorably reported from the 
committee of the whole to tho House, 
and the Oklahoma bill was then taken 
up. 
Mr. Hooker of Mississippi gave notice 
th a t he would movo to strike out all of 
the bill after section 45 which provides a 
judicial system for Indian Territory. Ile 
said the bill proposed a grand robbery 
equaled in the history of civilization 
only by the spoliation of Poland. 
Mr, 
W ashington of Tennessee de­ 
clared th a t the bill violated no property 
rights of the Indians, and as to the talk 
of it being a crime against civilization 
ID his opinion there could be no greater 
crime against civilization than to leave 
the 90,000 people in the Territory w ith ­ 
out any government at all. 
Mr. Perkins of Kansas said there was 
not a single provision of the bill which 
Infringed 
the rig ht of the Indians. 
Properly the land belonged to the peo­ 
ple; they should be permitted to occupy 
it, and to fu rth ur contribute to the pros­ 
perity of the country. 
Mr. Tarnsey of Missouri favored this 
bill. 
If it should be true th a t the 
government had, by treaty or otherwise, 
Agreed to abstain from exercising judi­ 
cial authority over the land, then th at 
agreem ent was In violation of the con­ 
stitution and tho fundamental law of the 
United States. 
Mr. 
Morey of Ohio said th a t the 
population of Indian territory was 277,- 
000, or three times as many peoplo as 
have 
Idaho, Wyoming and Arizona, 
which were now knocking at the door of 
yie union, asking admission as States. 
The bill should include all of Indian 
territory; there was no necessity for a 
division of th a t raagnificient territory. 
Mr. Springer briefly mantained the 
absolute right of the government to the 
laud embraced within the Oklahoma 
lines. 
He said th a t there was not an 
Indian living on the outlet, and the 
lands were leased to a cattle company.

The pro­ 
tection to the successful newspaper of 
the present day does not, aa polho 
opinion supposes, lie in its press fran- 
ch se to as great an extent as formerly, 
bot in the fact of its enormous expense, 
an expense running in tome instances as 
nigh as §35,000 per week, or $5,000 per 
day, ae was stated to Ibis association by 
Mr. Dana in bis address to yon in 1888. 
To compete with the old and established 
paper the new enterprise most spend aa 
mach money in making a good aiticle. 
Without the revenne from advertising 
and large sale*, both of which require 
years to aoonmnlate, the newcomer most 
have a large surplus to make good the 
deficieLoy notil the revenue is created, 
if created it ever is, i t is a linguist fact, 
but it is a fact 
nevertheless, that 
the 
newspaper 
business 
resembles 
more closely that of mining for gold and 
silver than any other: In both more 
money bas been lost than baa been made. 
We bear cf the bonanza kings and the 
few newspapers whioh make fortune* 
every year, bat we seldom hear of the al­ 
most mnnmble newspapers that have re­ 
quired ap to millions cf dollars to keep 
them going until there promoters have 
had the courage 13 abandon them . 
We 
always forget when we do bear of soon 
luck ss this. It is one of the most com­ 
fortable traits of oar natures that we do 
oot remember the diaagreeabie. To con­ 
tinue the compariton with mining, we 
may bs milled by remembering always 
toe fortunes made and think these in­ 
stances are more frequent than they are. 
Some venturesome speculator may take 
hold i f an almost abandoned mint, tarn 
ii in another direction and strike a body 
of ore that will make his fortune 
So 
with a news paper; cooassionally fortune 
is brought out of disaster and a magnifi­ 
cent enterprise erected upon the failures 
of others.” 
The newspaper of tc-day. Mr, Scott 
Bald, mast be impersonal. 
It oannot 
gratify the spues of it9 owners. Aa the 
tool of combinations or defenders of raa - 
cals it quickly loses influence. What the 
newspaper of to-day is.is well illustrated 
by the Sunday issues in the large cities, 
with their diversity of articles of a spec­ 
ial nature covering a greater variety of 
topics than is covered by any of the poplar 
mageziues; ia the correspondence from 
nil parts of the world, the important 
events cf the previous day in all the cap­ 
itals of the old world, by cable, not by 
the line bot by the column; with tele­ 
graphic communications covering the 
whole of our own country; with a full 
and complete record of the loosl happe­ 
nings of the twenty-four hours previ­ 
ous; with advertisements contributed by 
not only kindreds but by thousands of 
people, giving important information to 
all engaged in commercial pursuits; with
